Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  Sixth  year  on  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  Borough, 
with  the  vital  statistics  and  the  result  of  a  year’s  working  of  the 
Sanitary  arrangements  of  your  Committee. 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory,  there  were 
no  serious  epidemics,  although  measles  prevailed  in  the  months  of 
January,  February  and  March,  necessitating  the  closing  of  many  of 
the  Schools,  especially  in  the  Infants  departments. 

The  death  rate  was  exceedingly  low,  being  the  lowest  during 
my  tenure  of  office. 

The  population  according  to  the  Census  of 

1871  was  15,144 
1881  was  19,261 
1891  was  24,013 

From  these  data  I  have  estimated  that  the  population  reached 
26,960  to  the  middle  of  1896,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  would 
be  considerably  over  27,000. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,720  acres,  giving  a  density  of 
population  of  157  persons  per  acre.  One-fourth  of  the  land  is 
built  upon,  the  other  three-fourths  consist  of  agricultural  land  or 
land  used  for  manufacturing  purposes  and  deposits  of  waste  material. 
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The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  from  the  census  of  1891  to 
the  end  of  1892  was  242,  making,  by  natural  increase,  the  population 
to  that  date  24,255  ;  for  1893  increase  was  121,  bringing  the 
population  to  24,396  ;  in  1894  it  was  204,  making  the  population 
24,600  ;  in  1895  tiie  excess  was  147,  making  the  population  to  the 
end  of  1895 — 24,747  i  and  last  year  the  excess  of  Births  over 
Deaths  was  375,  giving  by  natural  increase,  to  the  end  of  the  year 
a  population  of  25,122. 

The  population  increases  by  immigration,  from  year  to  year, 
within  the  same  area,  thus  giving  an  increased  density  ;  being  in 
1891  about  14  persons  per  acre,  in  1895  J5’3  persons  per  acre,  and 
in  1896  157  per  acre. 

The  density  varies  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough  as  the 
vacant  portions  of  land  are  built  upon. 

The  calculations  of  the  Borough  Surveyor  shew  that  the  number 
of  houses  in  the  Borough  was  in 
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The  number  of  houses  erected  during  1896  was  106,  being  56 
more  than  in  the  proceeding  year.  No  houses  were  closed  during 
the  year. 


The  number  of  persons  per  house  in  the  United  Kingdom  at 
the  census  of  1891  was  five. 


There  are  no  cellar  dwellings  in  the  Borough. 
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The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year 
was  800,  of  which  410  were  males  and  390  females.

This  gives  a  birth  rate  of  29*6  for  the  whole  Borough  per  1000 
of  population.  The  birth  rate  for  the  Workhouse  was  337. 

Eight  births  occurred  in  the  Workhouse  which  belonged  to 
the  Borough  of  Stoke  proper  out  of  34  giving  a  corrected  birth 
rate  for  the  Workhouse  of  7 ‘9. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  for  the  whole  Borough  after  deducting 
those  births  which  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  but  did  not  belong 
to  Stoke,  is  287. 


The  total  number  of  births  which  were  Illegitimate  in  the 
three  localities  was — Males  19,  Females  23,  giving  a  percentage 
of  5  '2  for  the  year.

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The  figures  shew  a  decrease  of  births  for  1896. 
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The  birth  rates  were  considerably  lower  during  the  year  than 
for  the  preceding  five  years. 

In  33  large  English  towns  the  average  birth  rate  was  for 
1893,  3I-9-  1894,30*7.  1895,31-3.  1896,30-7. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Municipal 
District  during  the  year  as  shewn  by  the  returns  of  the  Registrars 
was  652,  of  which  360  were  males  and  292  were  females. 

These  figures  give  a  gross  death  rate  of  24-1  per  thousand  of 
the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1896. 

In  order  to  estimate  the  correct  death  rate  it  is  necessary  to 
eliminate  from  these  figures  the  deaths  of  persons  who  did  not 
belong  to  the  Borough. 

There  are  two  Public  Institutions  situated  within  the  Borough 
in  which  a  number  of  deaths  took  place  of  persons  who  were  not 
residents  in  Stoke  itself. 

The  number  of  persons  who  died  in  the  two  Public  Institutions 
was  280,  of  which  227  were  not  Stoke  people.  Deducting  that 
number  from  the  gross  deaths  reduces  the  death  rate  to  15-7. 

In  1891  the  total  deaths  were  704 — males,  408  ;  females,  296. 
'The  nett  deaths  were  398,  and  the  death  rates  29*3  and  16-5. 

In  1892  the  total  deaths  were  724 — males  438;  females,  286. 
The  nett  deaths  were  422,  and  the  death  rates  24-7  and  16-7. 

In  1893  the  total  deaths  were  720 — males,  410;  females,  310. 
The  nett  deaths  wrere  482,  and  the  death  rates  28*4  and  19-0. 

In  1894  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  607 — males,  342  : 
females,  265.  The  nett  deaths  were  410,  and  the  death  rates  23-3 
and  15-7. 

In  1895  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  725 — males,  408  ; 
females.  317,  'The  nett  deaths  were  451,  and  the  death  rates  27-4 
and  T7-0.

'The  Infantile  mortality  though  high  will  bear  comparison  with 
that  of  other  districts.  1'he  Registrar  General  returned  the  rate  of 
infantile  mortality  for  1896  at  167  deaths  per  1000  births. 

It  is  necessary  to  consider  this  heavy  loss  to  the  community 


TO 


somewhat  in  detail,  in  order  to  shew  where  the  remedy  for  reducing 
it  lies.  If  we  trace  the  sanitary  progress  during  the  most  important 
period  of  the  century  from  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Act , 
1875,  t0  the  Year  1 896,  and  compare  our  mortality  rates  with  those 
of  an  equal  period  previous  to  the  Act  of  1875,  we  can  gain  an 
idea  of  the  advance  we  have  made.  The  general  death  rate  has 
fallen  15  per  cent,  for  all  ages,  chiefly  on  account  of  sanitary 
improvements,  whereas  the  infantile  mortality  has  only  diminished 
4!  per  cent,  and  still  remains  high  enough  to  form  24  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths. 

There  are  two  chief  causes  of  these  deaths  :  First,  diseases  of 
a  special  nature,  which  increased  sanitary  precautions  can,  to  a 
large  extent,  prevent,  including  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Typhoid 
Fever,  and  some  cases  of  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.  Second , 
diseases  caused  by  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  by  care¬ 
lessness  ;  and  lastly,  by  the  occupation  of  the  mothers.  The 
employment  of  female  labour  is  the  cause  of  many  of  the  still  births. 
But  the  great  class  of  diseases  is  that  due  to  alimentary  troubles, 
which  brought  about  the  majority  of  deaths  from  Marasmus, 
Diarrhoea,  and  Convulsions.  These  are  more  or  less  avoidable 
diseases.  The  only  way  to  remedy  ignorance  is  to  educate.  Many 
of  these  valuable  lives  would  be  saved  if  the  merest  rudiments  of 
hygiene  were  taught  in  schools,  but  the  great  majority  of  people 
have  no  knowledge  of  ordinary  health  matters,  and  till  this  is 
remedied  by  the  spread  of  education  to  all,  sanitary  laws  passed  by 
Parliament  strive  in  vain. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  were  as  follows  : 
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These  figures  give  a  Zymotic  death  rate  of  3-4  for  the  combined 
districts.  Fifteen  deaths  occurred  in  the  two  public  Institutions, 
which  did  not  belong  to  Stoke  proper.  Deducting  these  deaths 
from  the  gross  number,  the  corrected  Zymotic  death  rate  is  found 
to  be  2 '8.  The  reason  for  the  rise  in  the  Zymotic  death  rate,  as 
compared  with  those  of  previous  years,  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
Measles  which  was  epidemic  during  the  months  of  January, 
February,  and  March.  But  notwithstanding  this  it  still  bears 
comparison  with  the  rates  of  other  large  towns. 

In  1893  these  rates  were  37  and  27  ;  in  1894  they  were  i*8 
and  1 ‘2  ;  and  in  1895  they  were  2*5  and  17  ;  a  maintained  low 
Zymotic  death  rate. 

The  average  Zymotic  death  rate  for  33  large  English  towns  for 
1895  was  2-8  ;  for  1896  was  2*86. 

Mean  Age  at  Death. — The  average  age  at  death  was  for 


males  30^97,  for  females  35*33,  giving  together  an  average  age  at 
death  of  33' 15  years.  These  figures  do  not  correctly  give  the 
longevity  of  the  district  as  they  are  subject  to  fluctuations,  varying 
with  the  birth  rate  and  the  infantile  mortality,  but  continued  from 
year  to  year  they  will  prove  interesting  as  a  guide  to  the  expectation 
of  life  in  the  Borough.  The  calculations  have  been  made  from  the 
whole  of  the  deaths  in  the  Borough  which  took  place  in  1896. 

The  deaths  from  Constitutional  diseases  in  the  combined 
districts  were  :

There  were  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification 


Act  during  the  year  in 
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No  case  of  breach  of  the  act  came  under  my  notice. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  was  notified  during  the  year,  although 
the  disease  was  prevalent  in  other  districts  in  the  County. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  each  month,  and  prevailed  most 
during  the  last  months  of  the  year.  The  mortality  was  very  low, 
there  being  three  deaths  out  of  132  cases  notified.  Seventeen  cases 
were  sent  to  the  Contagious  Diseases  Hospital,  of  which  one  died, 
but  it  was  practically  dying  when  admitted.  One  case  of  Scarlatina 
occurred  in  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary,  and  was  removed  to 
the  Contagious  Diseases  Hospital. 

In  1893  83  cases  were  sent  to  the  Contagious  Diseases 
Hospital,  of  which  2  died. 

In  1894  the  same  number  was  sent,  and  1  died. 

In  1895  51  cases  were  sent,  of  which  2  died. 

Diphtheria  was  also  notified  each  month,  and  caused  only  one 
death  belonging  to  Stoke.  Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  removed 
to  the  Contagious  Diseases  Hospital,  of  which  one  died  two  days 
after  admission. 

Enteric  Fever,  as  usual,  prevailed  during  July,  August,  and 
September.  There  were  18  deaths  from  this  disease,  of  which  n 
did  not  belong  to  Stoke. 

Although  many  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  no  death 
occurred,  and  no  two  cases  took  place  in  the  same  house.  Six 
cases  were  notified  from  the  Workhouse. 

Measles  is  not  notified,  but  was  epidemic  during  the  months  of 
January,  February,  and  March.

The  total  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  patients  sent  from  Stoke 
to  the  Hospital  at  Bucknall  amounted  to  ^84  17s.  6d.,  or  equal 
to  an  average  charge  of  ^4  19s.  9fd.  per  head. 

By  section  29  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1895,  cases 
of  lead  and  other  poisoning  are  notified  to  the  chief  Inspector  of 
Factories  at  the  Home  office. 

Weekly  returns  of  Infectious  diseases  have  been  regularly  sent 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  County  Medical  Officer. 


During  the  year  290  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been 
notified  to  the  Borough  Librarian.  By  this  means  the  Librarian  is 
enabled  to  prevent  any  books  being  taken  from  the  Library  to  an 
infected  house.  Any  books  that  may  be  in  a  house  where  an 
infectious  disease  breaks  out  are  thoroughly  disinfected  before 
being  returned  to  the  Library,  and  are  not  again  issued  for  two  or 
three  months.  This  arrangement  is  very  successful,  for  since  its 
adoption  no  single  case  of  infection  being  carried  by  the  books 
has  occurred.

Pottery  Trades. — It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  report  that  the 
principal  trade  of  the  district  is  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
I  should  like  to  instil  a  little  more  enthusiasm  into  the  workpeople 
employed  in  the  potteries,  in  order  that  they  might  individually 
help  to  protect  themselves  from  the  effects  of  the  dust,  which  un¬ 
fortunately  is  an  evil  of  an  unavoidable  nature.  All  people  who 
work  where  there  are  fine  particles  of  dust  are  liable  to  Respiratory 
Diseases.  Potters  are  so  often  attacked  by  emphysema  that  it  is 
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known  as  “  Potter’s  Asthma ;  ”  Phthisis  is  the  scourge  of  all  who 
work  amongst  dust.  Phthisis  under  these  circumstances  is  acquired, 
and,  once  acquired,  may  be  transmitted  to  the  next  generation. 
Many  important  measures  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  potter’s 
life.  Respirators  have  been  recommended  for  workers  in  trades 
where  there  is  fine  dust,  but  their  use  being  optional,  they  are  not 
taken  advantage  of.  The  potter,  like  the  Sheffield  grinder,  con¬ 
siders  the  respirators  inconvenient  and  tiresome.  The  provision 
made  for  those  whose  work  brings  them  in  contact  with  lead  is 
very  much  improved.  Mess-rooms  are  used  for  the  workers,  and 
washing  accommodation  is  provided  for  them  before  taking  meals. 
The  workers  are  recommended  to  wear  over-clothes,  and  to  leave 
these  at  the  works.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  potter’s  life  is 
becoming  a  more  healthy  one  from  year  to  year. 

Water  Supply  — The  water  supplied  to  the  district  has  been 
excellent,  and  no  complaints  have  been  made  concerning  the 
quantity  or  the  quality. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  Borough  has  a  constant  and  plentiful 
supply  of  bright,  clear  water,  which  is  very  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes,  or  for  domestic  and  trade  use. 

There  is  an  absence  of  any  organic  pollution,  and  the  water 
maintains  a  high  standard  of  purity. 

The  Municipality  possesses  four  public  drinking  fountains, 
which,  though  not  having  a  constant  supply,  are  conveniently 
situated  in  the  following  streets  :  Church  Street,  Liverpool  Road, 
Minton’s,  in  London  Road,  and  Boothen  Bridge.  The  water 
supplied  to  the  Public  Baths  has  been  bright,  clear,  and  plentiful, 
leaving  no  sediment,  and  containing  no  moss  nor  any  colouring 
matter. 

Some  thirty  houses  in  the  Borough  are  still  dependent  how¬ 
ever,  upon  local  wells  for  drinking  water.  Two  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  were  notified  to  the  Fenton  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  in 
June  from  Sideway.  The  water  supply  to  this  property  was  local, 
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and  had  been  condemned  in  1895.  It  would  be  as  well  if  every 
house  in  the  Borough  were  to  be  supplied  by  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Waterworks  Company. 

With  regard  to  all  matters  which  might  in  any  way  affect  the 
health  of  the  residents  in  the  Municipal  District,  I  have  throughout 
the  year  kept  myself  well  informed. 

Wherever  nuisances  have  been  reported  to  me,  I  have  visited 
and  had  such  nuisances  removed.  I  have  made  a  personal 
inspection  wherever  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  and  kept  the 
infected  houses  under  supervision  till  the  necessary  disinfection 
was  completed. 

Wherever  I  have  found  insanitary  dwellings,  or  had  reports 
sent  to  me  of  their  existence,  I  have  attended,  and  had  the  sani¬ 
tation  rectified.  I  have  given  attention  to  the  ventilation,  over¬ 
crowding,  drainage,  spouting,  ashpits,  &c.,  where  necessary. 

I  have  regularly  visited  the  Markets  and  provision  stores 
throughout  the  year,  and  found  them  satisfactory.  The  quality  of 
the  food  supplied  was  wholesome  and  good,  with  two  exceptions. 

On  Saturday,  February  15th,  a  basket  full  of  rabbits  was  seized 
and  condemned,  being  totally  unfit  for  consumption.  A  heavy 
penalty  was  afterwards  inflicted  upon  the  person  who  exposed 
them  for  sale. 

On  November  21st  a  quantity  of  decayed  cheese  was  seized 
which  was  being  offered  for  sale  at  one  penny  per  pound,  it  was 
destroyed,  but  no  prosecution  followed. 

There  are  certain  trades  carried  on  within  the  Borough  which 
are  denominated  offensive.  These  businesses  were  conducted  in  a 
manner  which  seemed  so  far  as  possible  to  prevent  more  nuisance 
than  there  really  ought  to  be  from  their  natural  unpleasantness. 

I  have  visited  the  sources  of  the  milk  supply,  with  the  dairies 
and  cowsheds.  The  milk  supplied  was  of  good  quality,  and  suf¬ 
ficiently  abundant  for  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants.  The  numerous 
places  where  milk  is  kept  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  No  case  of  Infectious  disorder  has  been  permitted  to 
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remain  on  the  premises  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  storage,  or  place  of 
distribution. 

The  number  of  samples  analysed  by  the  Inspector  (Mr 
Knight)  was  :  During  1896,  46  ;  and  out  of  this  number  1  was 
adulterated.  As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  number  of 
cowsheds  is  18,  of  milksellers  80,  and  of  dairies  15. 

Her  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  Factories  and  myself  have  at 
regular  intervals  inspected  the  bakehouses  of  the  Borough.  The 
bakehouses  as  a  class  are  fairly  well  kept,  and  the  ventilation  and 
necessary  limewashing  has  been  attended  to. 

The  Bakehouses  were  found  to  be  kept  apart  from  the  bed¬ 
rooms,  though  some  had  stables  in  their  vicinity. 

The  slaughter-houses,  which  number  19,  are  all  licensed,  and 
have  been  duly  inspected.  There  have  been  but  few  nuisances 
with  regard  to  them,  and  they  are  generally  kept  in  fair  order. 
There  is  really  a  need  of  a  public  Abattoir,  and  if  one  were  erected 
it  would  be  a  boon  to  the  town  and  the  meat  sellers.

There  is  one  common  lodging-house  in  the  Borough  which  is 
registered.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made  frequent  visits  to  it, 
and  found  it  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  house  was  free  from 
overcrowding,  and  was  never  quite  full.  No  women  are  admitted, 
and  no  intoxicating  liquor  is  permitted  on  the  premises.  The 
requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act  have  been  attended  to  with 
regard  to  lime-washing,  &c.  The  floors,  walls,  and  ventilation  were 
found  satisfactory,  and  no  vermin  were  observed. 

There  are  other  houses  which  give  accommodation  to  lodgers 
in  the  Borough,  but  no  portion  of  these  houses  is  registered. 
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The  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  cannot  be  carried 
out  within  the  Borough.  At  present  such  disinfection  has  to  be 
done  at  Bucknall.  It  would  be  more  convenient,  and  the  town 
would  gain  a  great  advantage  if  a  disinfecting  chamber  could  be 
erected  by  the  Committee  within  the  Borough. 

Smoke  Nuisances.— It  is  impossible  to  prevent  the  smoke 
from  the  large  chimneys  and  the  Brick  kilns  and  Tile  manufactories 
without  severely  hampering  the  principal  trades  of  the  district. 
It  is  also  difficult  to  say  if  any  particular  case  of  illness  was  caused 
by  smoke,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere  by  the  fumes  and  smoke  of  the  manufactories  must 
produce  some  effect  upon  the  general  health  of  the  community, 
and  therefore  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  supervise  carefully 
the  methods  of  stoking  employed.  I  am  informed  that  there  was 
very  little  culpable  nuisance,  and  that  the  various  trade  establish¬ 
ments  were  satisfactorily  carried  on  during  the  year. 

Steam  Trams. — No  complaints  have  been  received  about  the 
steam  trams  during  the  year.  Offensive  smells  have  not  been  so 
great  a  nuisance  as  in  previous  years,  and  every  endeavour  seems 
to  have  been  made  to  minimise  any  objectionable  feature  they  may 
have  in  connection  with  this  form  of  traction. 

Electric  trams  by  means  of  overhead  wires,  it  is  hoped  during 
the  next  12  months,  will  be  commenced,  and  no  doubt  will  prove, 
with  more  frequent  service,  a  great  boon  to  the  general  public  and 
tradesmen. 

I  have  frequently  visited  the  Hide  and  Skin  Market,  and 
always  found  it  in  as  satisfactory  condition  as  can  be  expected  of 
such  a  market.  Lime,  salt,  and  disinfectants  are  freely  used  by  the 
management.  Only  one  complaint  has  been  received  during  the 
year.  In  sultry  weather  the  hides  and  skins  are  sent  away  daily. 

The  calcining  of  bones,  an  offensive  process  carried  on  in  the 
Borough,  still  exists.  I  am  convinced  that  the  inhabitants  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  these  ovens  will  be  very  pleased  when  the 
nuisance  is  abated. 
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The  Sewage  Farm  at  Sideway  is  periodically  inspected  by  Dr. 
Reid,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  his  Inspector  (Mr  Poulson),  and 
by  myself. 

I  may  state  that  only  one  complaint  of  river  pollution  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year,  and  that  in  consequence  of  a  misunder¬ 
standing  having  arisen  between  the  engineman  and  the  adjoining 
farmer.  This  matter  was  satisfactorily  explained  to  Dr.  Reid. 

Within  the  last  four  or  five  months  experiments  have  been 
made  at  the  Pumping  Station,  in  the  conversion  of  nightsoil  and 
sewage  sediment  into  a  valuable  natural  fertilizer  by  Mr  Fell 

The  modus  operandi  is  as  follows  :  The  nightsoil  and  sediment 
is  conveyed  to  an  upper  room  in  the  engine-house,  wherein  is 
placed  a  large  coil  of  4-inch  cast-iron  pipes,  used  for  the  exhaust 
steam  from  the  boiler. 

The  nightsoil  and  sediment  is  well  dried,  and  with  the  addition 
of  chemicals  to  fix  the  ammonia,  &c.,  it  is  made  into  a  valuable 
fertilizer.  After  being  broken  into  a  powder,  it  is  placed  in  bags, 
each  containing  ij  cwt. 

I  understand  that  5  to  6  cwt.  is  a  good  dressing  for  one  acre 
of  land.  It  is  most  suitably  adapted  for  all  soil  and  crops.  I  am 
informed  that  it  is  being  disposed  of  at  ^'3  10s.  per  ton. 

Experiments  have  also  been  made  in  the  treatment  of  sewage 
by  means  of  chloride  of  lime  placed  in  perforated  zinc  boxes, 
through  which  the  sewage  passes. 

The  object  attained  is  precipitation  and  purification,  and  I  am 
given  to  understand  that  a  much  larger  amount  of  sludge  is 
deposited  in  the  tanks  than  before  the  treatment. 

From  the  analysis  taken  by  the  County  Analyst  it  is  found 
that  a  great  improvement  in  the  effluent  has  been  made.  I  am  of 
opinion  that  after  the  tank  effluent  has  passed  over  the  land  (46 
acres  in  extent)  the  farm  effluent  when  entering  the  river  will  stand, 
analytically  speaking,  as  high  as  any  obtained  in  the  county. 
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The  public  urinals  situated  in  the  borough  are  very  few,  not 
equal  to  the  demand  of  either  residents  or  visitors.  These  that  do 
exist  are  regularly  cleansed  by  the  borough  men,  and  from  time  to 
time  disinfected. 

Nightsoil  and  manure  are  still  deposited  at  Oak  Hill,  Hartshill, 
and  Basford.  Complaints  are  very  numerous  and  vigorous  con¬ 
cerning  such  deposits. 

The  number  of  Privies  and  Cesspools  in  the  Borough  is  4,380  ; 
Ashpits,  3,820;  W.C.’s,  with  cisterns,  306  ;  Washout  Closets,  320; 
Duckets,  60  ;  Automatic  Flushers,  3  ;  for  public  streets,  6  ,  for 
Schools,  1  ;  and  1  for  16  houses  in  Cotton’s  Hole. 

I  again  strongly  recommend  the  Committee  to  insist  upon  the 
introduction  of  the  water  carriage  system  in  all  new  and  altered 
premises.  It  would  not  only  be  the  most  important  sanitary 
measure  that  could  be  adopted  in  the  Borough,  but  would  also,  in 
my  opinion,  ultimately  be  a  great  saving  to  the  ratepayers.  In 
1893  the  Local  Government  Board  intimated  that  there  were  far 
too  many  privies  in  the  Borough. 

The  River  Trent  and  the  Foulhay  Brook. — The  condition  of 
the  river  and  the  brook  still  calls  for  your  attention.  They  are 
fouled  by  large  quantities  of  crude  sewage  being  poured  into  them 
by  adjacent  sanitary  authorities.  Many  cases  of  Enteric  Fever 
have  been  notified  from  the  Glebe  district,  and  the  residents 
complain  very  much. 

The  canals  passing  through  the  Borough  have  been  attended 
to  during  the  year,  but  still  the  waters  therein  are  far  from  being  in 
a  satisfactory  state,  being  very  muddy  and  malodorous,  especially 
in  Church  Street. 

The  canal  boats  passing  through  Stoke  have  been  many  times 
visited.  They  were  found  in  a  cleanly  state,  but  overcrowded. 
The  condition  of  the  boat  people  received  attention.  One 
case  of  Infectious  disease  was  found  on  canal-boat  “  Medway.” 
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This  floating  population  contributed  considerably  to  the  fouling  of 
the  waters. 

All  pigstyes  in  the  Borough  have  been  inspected  and  found 
suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  erected.  They  were 
fairly  distant  from  the  dwelling  houses. 

The  Roads  of  the  Borough  are  21  miles  in  length,  of  which 
nearly  eight  miles  comprise  the  main  roads.  Many  of  the  roads 
require  more  attention  than  they  have  received.  A  new  road  has 
recently  been  constructed  from  Lower  Hartshill  to  Victoria  Street, 
Basford,  and  there  are  a  number  of  new  streets  to  be  laid  out  West 
of  Campbell  road,  with  a  new  bridge  over  the  canal,  so  that  direct 
communication  will  be  afforded  between  London  road  and  Camp¬ 
bell  road.  Many  of  the  back  passages  require  paving,  and  especially 
those  at  Basford  and  Penkhull.  During  rainy  weather  the  condition 
of  those  which  are  unpaved  is  very  bad  and  conducive  to  illness. 

The  Contagious  Diseases  Hospital,  at  Bucknall,  has  proved 
most  useful,  and  its  use  has  prevented  the  spread  of  disease  in  many 
cases,  especially  in  large  families  where  efficient  isolation  cannot  be 
secured,  which  is  practically  impossible  in  some  cases.  Twenty 
patients  have  been  sent  from  the  Borough. 

Stoke  Church  Yard  is  now  closed,  and  there  was  no  interment 
in  it  during  last  year.  Thirty-eight  interments  took  place  in  the 
Cemetery  in  Lonsdale  Street.  Some  persons  were  buried  in  Stoke 
who  did  not  reside  in  the  Borough,  but  who  possessed  the  right  of 
interment  in  Stoke.  All  the  still-born  were  certified  on  the  official 
forms.

The  Central  Infants  and  Boothen  Infant  Schools  were  closed. 

Birth  rate  27*2  low,  being  lower  that  of  the  same  month 
last  year.

Diphtheria  occurred  on  a 
canal  boat  passing  through  the  Borough.  No  case  of  Fever  was 
sent  to  the  Hospital.  Five  inquests  were  held.  Birth  rate  26*3 
lower  than  that  of  corresponding  month  last  year.

Death  rate  low.  No  deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic  diseases. 
Two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  to  the  Fenton  Urban 
Sanitary  Authority  from  Sideway.  The  water  supplied  to  this 
property  was  analysed  in  1895  by  Dr.  Bostock  Hill,  of  Birmingham, 
and  condemned.  Your  Committee  recommended  that  the  Staff. 
P.  VV.  Co.’s  water  should  be  laid  on,  this  recommendation  has  not 
yet  been  complied  with  at  this  date  (July  15th). 

Birth  rate  32*2  higher,  being  lower  than  that  of  the  correspond¬ 
ing  month  last  year. 

July.

Zymotic  Diseases.  Enteric  fever  was  prevalent  during  the  month  ; 
22  cases  were  notified,  3  cases  being  notified  twice;  4  cases  were 
imported,  leaving  15  cases  belonging  to  Stoke.  The  holiday  period 
of  the  year  occurs  in  this  month.  Many  people  who  went  in  search 
of  change  and  pleasure  returned  suffering  from  illness,  change  of 
life  and  diet,  and  overcrowding  in  lodgings  contributing  to  this 
result. 

Birth  rate  35 '8,  which  is  much  higher  than  that  of  the  cor¬ 
responding  month  last  year.

Half  of  the  nett  deaths 
were  those  of  infants  under  4  months  old.  Scarlet  fever  was 
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prevalent  ;  20  cases  were  notified.  Enteric  fever  was  prevalent  ;  16 
cases  were  notified,  and  4  deaths  occurred.  Measles  was  epidemic 
in  the  Workhouse  Hospital.  The  disease  was  said  to  have  been 
introduced  by  visitors. 

Birth  rate  317,  much  higher  than  that  of  the  corresponding 
month  last  year.

The  death  rate  was 
comparatively  low  for  the  time  of  the  year,  and  Zymotic  Diseases 
only  caused  2  deaths,  one  of  these  belonging  to  the  Borough. 
Scarlet  Fever  was  still  prevalent,  19  cases  being  notified.  Enteric 
fever  proved  to  be  on  the  decline,  6  cases  being  notified.  Measles 
did  not  spread  in  the  Workhouse,  as  was  feared.  Whooping  cough 
was  very  prevalent.  There  are  now  no  beds  vacant  in  the  North 
Staffordshire  Infirmary  for  Enteric  Fever  cases. 

Birth  rate  381,  which  is  very  high,  and  shows  an  increase  over 
that  of  October  last  year.

Scarlet 
Fever  was  still  the  prevalent  contagious  disorder  of  the  month. 
Complaints  came  from  Campbell  Road  of  bad  smells.  Influenza 

was  very  prevalent,  but  caused  no  deaths. 

Birth  rate  247,  low  compared  with  the  same  month  last  year. 

December.

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Gross  death  rate  24*5,  corrected  rate  13.6.  Corresponding 
rates  last  year  23  and  13*8  respectively. 

The  death  rate  was  low,  Zymotic  Diseases  caused  3  deaths, 
2  from  Enteric  Fever.  Scarlet  Fever  was  about  as  prevalent  as  in 
November.  Influenza  was  very  prevalent.  The  deaths  from 
Respiratory  Diseases  were  only  6.  There  were  6  deaths  from 
accident.  The  Coroner  held  4  inquests. 

Birth  rate  33*5,  moderately  high,  being  higher  than  the  rate  of 
the  same  month  last  year. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  has  done  much  good  work  during 
the  year,  and  I  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  progress  which  has 
been  made.  I  have  referred  to  several  points  in  my  report  which 
are  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  and  hope 
further  attention  may  be  given  to  them.  It  is  my  duty  to  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  Council  the  adoption  of  some  improvements  which 
are  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  an  efficient  state  of  sanitation 
within  the  Borough. 

The  improvements  are  as  follows  : 

1.  The  erection  of  a  Public  Mortuary. 

2.  The  building  of  an  Abattoir. 

3.  The  construction  of  a  Refuse  Destructor. 

4.  The  erection  of  a  convenient  Disinfecting  Chamber. 

5.  The  placing  of  more  Urinals  in  the  busy  parts  of  the 

town. 

6.  The  adoption  of  the  Model  Bye-Faws. 

7.  The  adoption  of  : 

(а) .  'The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention  Act),  1890. 

(б) .  The  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

I  would  draw  the  Committee’s  attention  to  the  scavenging,  and 
suggest  that  the  privies,  &c.  be  emptied  only  during  certain  specified 
hours.  It  would  keep  the  town  in  much  better  order  if  the  refuse 
carts  could  collect  the  waste  paper,  &c.  from  the  shops  at  a  con¬ 
venient  time.  1  would  recommend  that  the  scavengers  carts  be 
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not  filled  so  full  as  the  shaking  causes  portions  of  filth  to  drop  in 

the  roadways. 

The  Local  Government  Board  wrote  in  1893  on  the  receipt  of 
my  report  asking  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  endeavour  to  abolish 
the  privies  and  cesspools.  I  think  that  a  check  should  be  placed 
on  the  erection  of  new  privies,  that  the  water  carriage  system 
should  be  insisted  on  where  new  property  is  erected,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  present  privies  and  cesspools  should  be  gradually  lessened 
in  number. 

In  conclusion  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Sanitary  condition  of 
the  Borough  improves,  and  that  the  Sanitary  appliances  so  far 
as  they  go  are  efficient.  It  is  my  pleasurable  duty  to  state  that 
generally  considered  the  Report  for  1896  is  satisfactory.
